covered that 77 spikes had been 
pulled out of the tracks of the 
Baltimore & Ohio railroad either 
late Friday night or eaily Satur- 
day morning at Allison's Crossing 
near here. 


Tbe point where the spikes were 


pulled out was at a curve, author- 
ities said. Thirty-nine spikes had 
been pulled out on the outside 
rails and 38 on the inside.

spikes were found in the brush at 
the bottom of a 40-foot embank- 
ment below the railroad tracks, it 
was said.

NARROWLY EVADED

and aspiring 


amateurs alike had convinced in- 
ternational bridge authorities that 
a universally accepted code of 
rules was needed. 


"It was inevitable," 
she said, 
'that with different rules prevail- 
ing in different countries and even 
in. different 
cities, arguments 


would frequently arise, particular- 
ly over penalties for revokes and 
unintentional conveying of inform- 
ation. 


FAVORS POST-MORTEMS 
"I have frequently pleaded for- 


oearance at the bricige table. Analy- 
tical post-mortems are healthy. 
They- give players an opportunity 
to find out their faults and correct 
mistakes. But the business of try- 
ing to shout one another down with 
respect to rules governing penal- 
ties simply had to end. We believe 
the new rules will end them." 


While the new rules are sweep- 
L" in nature, increasing the non- 


lerable undertrick 
penalties, 


omitting premiums- for, doubled 
contracts, reducing:, the premium 
for ,jiindoubled overtrieks, changing 
the;no/:.trump trick values and aug- 
menting grand slam .bonuses by 
50 per cent, Mrs. Culbertson at- 
tached chief importance to the new 
rules governing revokes.

"The 
heavier 
penalities for
